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nine of the vigils together with a relay run. 

Last year, Mazzei introduced a new style for doing 

these types of vigils, and it flourished rapidly during 
the year. 

The vigils started in Agawam and Feeding Hills and 
will proceed in a logical, smooth-flowing pattern to 
connect the western part of Massachusetts to the 
eastern part of Massachusetts, being hand-carried 
over 300 miles and ending at the Governor’s front 
steps in Boston. 

Mazzei said that a project of this magnitude 
requires lots of teamwork, and that no one person 
would be able to effectively pull all of this together 
alone. It takes teamwork and many hands, and Albert 
Cummings (MA WA POW/MIA Chair), Glenn 
Seymour (S.A.L. Det. of MA POW/MIA Chair), and 
Mary Ellen Morissette (Dist. 3 Aux. Pres.) have been 
extremely helpful. 

The runners and bikes departed from the Agawam 
American Legion Post 185 before the crack of dawn 
on Saturday, July 6th, and made a grand entry to the 
next vigil site in Florence, running the POW/MIA flag 
to the main flagpole, where a POW/MIA flag was 
hoisted with the American flag with all of the respects. 
There, the prisoners were already imprisoned, fol¬ 
lowed by all the speeches; throughout the day, music 
filled the air as more onlookers stopped by. 

After the prisoner exchange took place, the prison¬ 
ers who were released took their place at a staged 
area for welcoming them home, and in the back¬ 
ground the song “Quit Playing Games (With My 
Heart),” by the Backstreet Boys, was played. At this 
point, they were pinned with a ribbon that had the 
name and information of a veteran or civilian who is 
listed as a POW/MIA in the state of Massachusetts 
from any one of the various wars and missions that 
our country had participated in. 

After everyone welcomed home the prisoners by 
saluting (some were emotional and embraced), every¬ 
one formed a cirde and joined in together in singing a 
song called “Some Gave All,' by Billy Ray Cyrus, 
which is the theme song for this year's vigil. 

At the end of the ceremony, a roll call of mixed 
names from various wars and missions that our coun¬ 
try had partaken in was called out. with a designated 
individual answering back the respective call (not 
accounted for/missing in action). Following the roll 
call. Deacon L. Joseph Kaiser (a Navy veteran of 
WWII and Korea) of Sacred Heart Parish, Feeding 
Hills, led a tearful benediction. 

* * * 

For two years in a row now, 68 year-old Ephrem A. 
“Chick” Chicoine has made sure that he would be the 
first one in line for representing a prisoner of war. 
Many of Chicoine's comrades were worried about his 
health (being in the cage and upon exiting). Senior 
Vice-Commander Bill Quesnel of Post 185 said that 
Chicoine just had eye surgery, and was not sure of 
how his eyes would adjust to the hot bright sun after 
having his blindfold taken off. 

Chicoine spent 11 years in the U.S. Navy during the 
Korean and Vietnam Wars, and he is now Post 185’s 
junior vice-commander. Standing tall by his side is his 
wife, Helen J., a member of the Post’s auxiliary. 

Chicoine said that he believes in freedom, and that 
is one of the many reasons why he volunteers to be a 
symbolic prisoner - hoping to try and get the message 
out about how the POWs and their families suffer, 
along with those who are unaccounted for. 

As Chicoine sat motionlessly, blindfolded, with his 
hands and feet chained, he was still able to listen to 
the dignitaries make their speeches and presenta¬ 
tions. He was able to hear the voice of the Rev. Al 
Dagnoli of the Sacred Heart community of Fair Haven, 
MA. Father Dagnoli is a retired Navy chaplain, and he 
was able to recall some of the memories of the men 
and women whom he had guided during the wars. 

Then, guest speaker Colonel Charles Brown, 
USAFR - an ex-POW - began to captivate everyone 
as he recalled his experiences as a prisoner in the 
“Hanoi Hilton” - not once, but twice! Father Dagnoli 
stands about 5’6”, and Col. Brown towers at 6’4”; how¬ 
ever, when the two of them were reminiscing about 
the past, neither of them looked up or down at each 
other ... it was as if they were of equal height. The 
powerful images that each brought to the vigil left a 
deep impact on those who listened to them.

John Lennon - the conductor of the Sacred Heart 
Band in Feeding Hills - lost one of his 30 musicians 
the day after the Agawam vigil. Tom & Joyce 
Drenzek’s son, Scott, left for West Point in New York 
to become a cadet in the U.S. Army. 

The band played various numbers of patriotic 
instrumentals and the National Anthem for the open¬ 
ing ceremony. 

But, the finale brought the house to its feet and 


tears to all, as Lennon use his baton and body move¬ 
ment to get into the spirit of the event, flowing from 
“Amazing Grace” to “A Bosun’s Pipe,” “Eight Bells” (for 
the four chaplains), “Taps,” and then “The Battle 
Hymn of the Republic,” during which the colors 
marched off the field. 

There were over 1,000 people in attendance 
throughout the day. Between the participants and 
onlookers, the opening ceremony started with just a 
little over 200.

It’s all very exciting. 

After months of eager anticipation, the day finally 
arrives. You pack your bags and off you go. Several 
hours later, the plane lands. The stewardess comes in 
and says, “Welcome to Holland.” 

“Holland?!?” you say. “What do you mean 
Holland?? I signed up for Italy! I’m supposed to be 
Italy. All my life. I’ve dreamed of going to Italy.” 

But there’s been a change in the flight plan. 
They’ve landed in Holland and there you must stay. 

The important thing is that they haven’t taken you 
to a horrible, disgusting, filthy place, full of pestilence, 
famine, and disease. It’s just a different place. 

So you must go out and buy new guidebooks. And 
you must learn a whole new language. And you will 
meet a whole new group of people you would never 
have met.

The things worth fighting for... 

Last month, both the Senate and the House 
passed separate versions of the 2003 state budget. 
These budgets are now before a conference commit¬ 
tee that will work out the differences in the two docu¬ 
ments and present a final conference budget to the 
Legislature for approval. 

As many of you may know, this year’s budget 
process has been one of the most difficult in recent 
memory. Taxes were cut by $4.5 billion in the last 
decade, during which time the Legislature increased 
its funding commitment to education by more than $3 
billion and the cost of health care soared dramatical¬ 
ly- 

These increased costs and decreased revenues, 
coupled with a painful economic downturn brought to 
a head by the September 11th attacks, required us to 
squeeze more than $2.5 billion out of the budget. 

It now appears that even the decreased projected 
tax collections for next year will be off by another 
$600 million. This means we must trim an additional 
$600 million from the budget or find new revenue 
sources to cover this fiscal gap. 

Even in the face of these dire economic projec¬ 
tions, my Senate colleagues and I refuse to renege on 
our commitment to maintain funding for the vital pro¬ 
grams of the Commonwealth, such as education and 
health care. 

The Senate budget preserves Chapter 70 funding 
as well as funding for class size reductions and 
MCAS remediation. It also preserves funding for 
health care, so that Massachusetts may continue to 
guarantee that any child 18 years or younger will have 
access to health insurance. 

Despite this year’s decreasing state revenues, we 
cannot allow all the things we have worked tor to tall 
by the wayside after so much effort and growth.

The world was still at war. Roosevelt, Hitler, 
Mussolini, and countless others listed among the 
dead and the Japanese still defiant. On the home- 
front, in Agawam and across America, life continued. 

Marie Pare, a junior at Agawam High School, was 
excited to attend the prom. No Chez Josef and no 
rented limousines, just the regular affair in the audito¬ 
rium at the High School (presently Agawam Middle 
School). Fran Viens was looking forward to the night 
as well; turning 18 would surely bring his draft notice 
and this might be a last hurrah. 

They had met a couple of years earlier at Marie’s 
house on Maple Street in North Agawam. Joe Paro 
introduced his sister to a nice neighborhood boy and 
they had been together even since, sharing ice cream 
at Cimaroli’s, attending Mass at St. Theresa’s, coming 
back from Riverside on the iast “bus.” 

On July 26, 1945, the world leaders met at 
Potsdam to decide the war’s finish. Fran left the next 
day to do his part. Like any soldier about to ship out, 
thoughts turn sentimental. Fran had always been the 
shy sort, but soon he was writing home telling Marie 
he wanted to marry her. It must have been something 
he felt was inevitable. Without knowing her response, 
he was out getting “Marie" tattooed on his arm. Good 
thing she said yes! A trip home at Christmas with a 
diamond wouid seal the deal and Fran, ever the obe¬ 
dient son, had Marie come to his mother’s house on 
Cooley Street for the proposal. 

Marie would finish her senior year at Agawam 
High, Class of ‘46, but no prom for her this time 
around. After an assignment in Europe to guard 
German prisoners with the 5d5th MP Battalion, Fran 
was discharged in early 1947 and a wedding was 
planned for July 19th that same year. The ceremony, 
of course, would be at the “French Church” and the 
reception would be the very first at the new American 
Legion on Springfield Street. Housing after the war 
was non-existent, so it was move in with family or any 
place you could find. When the veterans’ housing at 
Brady Village opened and they got an apartment, it 
was like a godsend. 

By 1955, they would have their own little house on 
Witheridge Street and they put down roots so deep, 
they still live there today. When Sacred Heart Church 
was opened, they would worship there and they still 
attend Mass today. They would raise a son, Ron 
Viens, and five daughters, Vicki Fontana, Nancy 
Comee, Linda Comee, Donna Collette, and Pam 
Largay, all of whom feel the tug of those strong roots 
and all of whom live nearby today.

The fairness of God 


When we speak about our chances of being able to 
do something, we often use phrases like “all else 
being equal” or “if I’m given a fair chance.” We define 
fairness as being when each person has an equal 
opportunity to get something or do something. 

When we sense that somehow or other the scales 
are being tipped against us, we feel outraged by what 
we perceive as injustice. 

The world we live in is not fair, however. We’ve all 
said that at one time or another, haven’t we? Well, as 
it turns out, even God has said that! He who made the 
world in the first place says it is not a fair place for 
people. 

That is because God’s mortal enemy, Satan, hates 
us with a great passion. Satan hates us, because God 
loves us. Tipping the scales against people is one way 
that Satan can try to cause grief for God. That may 
work temporarily, but it won’t work forever! 

Jesus illustrated Satan’s involvement in people’s 
lives with a short story. 

Jesus then told them this story: “The kingdom 
of heaven is like what happened when a farmer 
scattered good seed in a field. But while everyone 
was sleeping, an enemy came and scattered weed 
seeds in the field and then left. When the plants 
came up and began to ripen, the farmer’s servants 
could see the weeds. The servants came and 
asked, ‘Sir, didn’t you scatter good seed in your 
field? Where did these weeds come from?’ ‘An 
enemy did this’, he replied. His servants then 
asked, ‘Do you want us to go out and puU up the 
weeds?’ ‘No!’ he answered. ‘You might also pull 
up the wheat. Leave the weeds alone until harvest 
time. Then I’ll tell my workers to gather the weeds 
and tie them up and bum them. But I’ll have them 
store the wheat in my bam.’’’ 

Jesus used this short story to explain why some 
things don’t go the way they should, or for that matter, 
the way God wants them to. 

The Bible tells us that when God made the world in 
the first place, everything was good. God had made 
vegetables, minerals, and animals. Then He made

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people, in His own image, which means people were 
created with the capacity to make moral choices. 
Unlike animals, people can choose between right and 
wrong. Then, something awful happened. The people 
used their power to choose, and chose to do wrong. 
They thought they were exercising independence, but 
instead, they became subservient to sin. 

As though that was not bad enough, when our ear¬ 
liest ancestors sinned, they inadvertently invited 
Satan into their world and ours. For the creation 
itself was subjected to frustration. 

One of the many awful consequences of sin is that 
it becomes an avenue for Satan to parade into a per¬ 
son’s life. We may think that that is not fair; that we 
ought to be able to sin privately, or perhaps with con¬ 
senting adults, if we want to. But that’s not the way it 
works, even if we cannot or will not recognize the con¬ 
nection. Multiply this phenomenon by billions of peo¬ 
ple and you can see what a mess it makes. All we 
have to do is open our eyes and look around to see 
that this is true. 

Satan and his demons have literally invaded our 
world, much like weeds invade a garden. To the unini¬ 
tiated, it may be difficult or perhaps nearly impossible 
to tell the difference between the good plants and the 
weeds. That’s the way the devil likes it. He creates 
counterfeit religious movements and experiences to 
confuse people who would like to know God. 

He also works day and night to convince people 
that there is no such thing as absolute truth, so that 
some people come to think that truth is relative. For 
example, stealing a small and inexpensive object is 
the moral equivalent of stealing a big and expensive 
object, but some people don’t see it that way. 

In His story, Jesus assures us that ultimately Satan 
will lose his battle with God and against us. Jesus 
referred to a harvest time. He might have been 
speaking of His triumphant return at the conclusion of 
human history. He might have been speaking of when 
individuals die. He might have been speaking of both 
at the same time. 

In any event, each one of us faces our own harvest 
time, whether that occurs one person at a time or 
when Jesus returns. 

How will we prepare for harvest time? Will we 
allow ourselves to be deceived by Satan, and to allow 
him to tip the scales against us? Or will we choose to 
be one of the good seeds that Jesus talked about in 
his story? 

The world may not be fair, but God is. The Bible 
says that all have sinned and fallen short of the 
glory of God; but that Jesus Christ is an equal oppor¬ 
tunity Savior!

Dram Shop Liability - Motor Vehicle Collision 

The plaintiff was a student between his junior and 
senior year of high school. He was seriously injured 
one evening when his motor vehicle was struck by 
another car. The driver of that car reportedly had 
spent the four hours before the accident drinking at a 
bar. The defendants in the Court action were the car’s 
driver and the operator of the bar. 

The defendant driver allegedly caused the collision 
by failing to yield when merging into the plaintiff’s lane 
of travel. The defendant driver claimed that the plain¬ 
tiff’s excessive speed caused the collision. The colli¬ 
sion caused the plaintiff’s vehicle to overturn, ejecting 
the plaintiff from his car. 

At the scene of the accident, the defendant was 
given a field sobriety test and a portable breath test 
that indicated a blood alcohol concentration of .27. 
After being arrested, the defendant driver consented 
to a breathalyzer test with a lower, but still higher- 
than-legal-limit, readings for her blood alcohol con¬ 
centration. 

The defendant driver subsequently pled guilty to 
operating under the influence and causing serious 
bodily injury. Employees of the defendant bar testified 
in deposition that the defendant driver did not appear 
intoxicated while she was at the bar, despite the 
results of the breath tests. 

Other persons who were present were reportedly 
prepared to testify that the defendant driver did not 
appear intoxicated while at the bar and while being 
served alcohol. A videotape of the defendant driver’s 
booking at the police station, taken about two hours 
after the collision and just before the breathalyzer 
tests, showed the driver standing straight, answering 
questions without slurring her speech and making a 
telephone call. 

The bar contended that this videotape showed that 
the defendant driver did not exhibit the outward signs 
of intoxication on the evening of the collision with the

plaintiff, and it should, therefore, not be held respon¬ 
sible in the accident. 

Approximately one year after the accident, the local 
Licensing Commission conducted hearings concern¬ 
ing the issue of whether the defendant bar served 
alcohol beverages to the defendant driver when it 
knew or shouid have known that the driver was intox¬ 
icated. The Commission found against the bar, result¬ 
ing in a suspension of its liquor license. 

At trial, the plaintiff was reportedly prepared to 
argue that the finding by the Commission should be 
granted preclusive effect, thus preventing the bar from 
re-litigation of the issue. 

The Plaintiff sustained multiple traumatic injuries, 
including a spinal cord injury, basilar skull fracture, 
bilateral pulmonary contusions, traumatic C4 flexion 
compression injury, traumatic C2-3, C3-4, and C4-5 
flexion distraction injury, traumatic C6 and C7 com¬ 
pression injury, C3 laminar and pedicle fracture, and 
C3-4 subluxation/cord contusion. The plaintiff had to 
be intubated at the scene of the accident and was 
comatose for approximately eight days. 

The plaintiff’s injuries required multiple surgeries. 
The plaintiff had a prior history of attention deficit dis¬ 
order, which was aggravated by the head trauma sus¬ 
tained in the collision. 

The plaintiff missed his senior year of high school, 
but was able to resume his studies and receive his 
high school diploma. The plaintiff was in his first year 
of college at the time of the settlement. 

As a result of the spinal cord trauma, the plaintiff 
reportedly continued to experience pain on a daily 
basis. He had reduced mobility and strength in his 
neck, chest, and arms. The plaintiff also reportedly 
continued to experience problems with dislocations of 
the left scapula, loss of sensation on the right side 
from the chest down into the right extremities, includ¬ 
ing his hand and foot. The plaintiff also had a lack of 
sensation in his left arm extending down to his left 
hand. 

The plaintiff’s medical bills at the time of the settle¬ 
ment totaled $162,790.51. The case was mediated for 
$1.7 million.

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Small space gardening... 


Love fresh tomatoes? Long for snipped, straight- 
from-the-garden herbs? Short on garden space 
and/or time? Then container gardening might be just 
the ticket. 

You don’t need an acre of ground to enjoy the 
beauty and taste of these wonderful plants. 
Vegetables and herbs grown this way help to elimi¬ 
nate the problems of bad soil and airborne diseases. 
And it’s a great way to introduce yourself to the world 
of nature. 

To get started on this delicious project, you'll need 
to gather the proper materials - potting soil and fertil¬ 
izer, small rocks or pebbles, plants or seeds, and 
good garden gloves. Large baskets with liners and 
unused pottery work nicely for this project. 

If you’re handy with simple tools, building a window 
box would serve double duty - form and function! Be 
sure to match the size of the plant to the container. 
Your garden center can help with information, as well 
as quality plantings or seeds. Tomatoes will demand 
a larger container such as a barrel, while herbs such 
as oregano or dill can get by in something like a dis¬ 
carded planter or even a can. 

Once you’ve determined what you wish to grow, 
punch small holes in the bottom of any pot that does 
not already have them. Add the small rocks or peb¬ 
bles in the bottom for water to drain through. Place 
the soil and fertilizer {follow instructions from the 
maker), and add the plant. Gently pat the dirt around 
the plant, but be careful not to pack too tightly. Water 
generously, and remember that clay pots will need to 
be watered more frequently. 

If your busy lifestyle keeps you away for periods of 
time, you might want to consider an automatic drip 
regulator (they’re available at most home improve¬ 
ment and garden centers). Or, place the container on 
a large tray filled with pebbles and add water. The 
plant will absorb the moisture from the tray. Adding a 
bit of mulch will also help. 

Place your new garden on a patio, deck, balcony, 
or indoors in a sunny window. Check for insects by 
inspecting the underside of the leaves at least once a 
week. Take action quickly if your plants appear to be 
under attack. Whiteflies and aphids can be especially 
pesky. If you are suspicious, wash the stems and 
leaves immediately with insecticidal soap. 

In a short while, you’ll be able to enjoy fresh, tasty 
items from your own garden!

How should I properly 
clean my glasses? 

Several times a day, we are asked how to properly 
clean glasses. Seems like a simple task, but incorrect 
cleaning can result in damaging scratches to the lens¬ 
es. 

The most important part of cleaning eyeglass lens¬ 
es is to rinse off dirt or dust particles that are on the 
lenses. DO NOT wipe them dry!! Using a tie, shirt, or 
tissue to wipe off (or grind in) dirt is the easiest way to 
scratch them. There are three easy steps to follow: 

1) Rinse lenses off with water to remove dirt. 

2) Use dishwashing liquid and water to thoroughly 
clean the lenses, then rinse. 

3) Dry with non-abrasive cloth, towel, or tissue. 

So the next time your lenses are all scratched ... 
ask not whv your lenses are scratched, but how you 
scratched your lenses.

Understanding your bones 

Understanding your txjnes is important in order to 
take care of them. Bones that make up your skeleton 
are made of living tissue, which renews itself continu¬ 
ously throughout your life. 

Some facts regarding bones; 

* bones should be used regularly or they will dete¬ 
riorate. like muscles do. if they are not used 

* the skeleton is a support structure that is alive 
and responds to challenging loads 

* the normal “loading’ for the skeleton is the pull of 
working muscles on your bones and the force of grav¬ 
ity acting on your body weight. (Astronauts who live in 
a gravity-free environment lose bone density.) 

bones need a variety of brief, frequent loads 
every day to maintain their strength 

* bones need to be loaded a bit more than usual to 
improve their strength 

Exercise is so important and beneficial for the 
bones. Active women have half the risk of fracture 
compared to those who do not exercise. Activities that 
provide a short, sharp increase in skeletal loading are 
highly effective for your bones. Simple exercsies done 
on a daily basis help with developing the strength of 
the bones. Taking the stairs instead of the elevator is 
just one change you can put in your schedule to help 
develop the bone. Understanding and making change 
is the key to progress.

Nearly 60 percent of those 
sun/eyed said they would be willing to sign a petition 
asking their insurance companies to include chiro¬ 
practic as a core component of their health plan.

Tips on how 

Kids are out of school now and with more of them 
engaging in outdoor activities during the summer 
months, comes the increased risk of their being seri¬ 
ously injured or even killed. More unintentional child¬ 
hood deaths and injuries occur between the summer 
months of May and August - what emergency room 
staff call “trauma season" - than any other time of the 
year. 

“No one anticipates that a tragedy will occur during 
this fun-filled time, but summer is when children are 
pushing their abilities to the limits," said Mandi 
Summers, coordinator. Western Mass. Safe Kids 
Coalition headquartered at Baystate Medical Center 
Children’s Hospital. 

“There are simple precautions families can take to 
make their homes and communities safe for kids dur¬ 
ing the summer months and year-round,” she added. 

By putting safety first and following some important 
guidelines, you can help avoid the summertime blues 
and spare your family from needless tragedies. 

Backyard Basics 

* Make sure all fences and gates are secure, and 
fix broken rails or any protruding parts. 

* Keep garden and other tools out of children's 
reach. 

* Lock up barbecue grills and gasoline containers. 

* If you have a pool or spa, install a four-sided 
fence that is at least five feet high. The fence should 
have a self-closing and self-latching gate. Do not use 
the exterior of the house as one side of the fence. 

* Never leave children alone near or in the pool. 

* Make sure your child drinks plenty of water to pre¬ 
vent dehydration. Periodically bring children inside for 
a rest and a drink, especially on hot and humid days. 

* Make sure children use a sunscreen of SPF 15 or 
greater, even when it is cloudy. 


to avoid the summertime safety blues 


* Familiarize yourself with neighborhood play 
areas. Inspect playgrounds for rusted or broken 
equipment and dangerous surfaces such as concrete 
or asphalt. 

* Warn children about unacceptable play areas 
such as garages, construction sites, abandoned build¬ 
ings, railroad tracks, dumpsters, waterfronts, and 
unsupervised swimming areas. 

* Remind children to look left, right, and left again 
for traffic before and while crossing the street. Teach 
children to always cross at crosswalks. Children under 
age 10 should never cross streets alone. 


Each year, more than 200 children ages 14 and 
under are killed, and more than 350,000 are injured in 
bicycle accidents. The majority of all bicycle fatalities 
occur between May and August. 

* Purchase an approved bicycle helmet for each 
child. Insist that they wear the helmet every time they 
go for a ride. Only purchase helmets that meet or 
exceed safety standards developed by the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Commission, American 
National Standards Institute (ANSI), American Society 
of Testing and Materials (ASTM), or the Snell 
Memorial Foundation. 

Teach children safe bicycling behaviors. 
Emphasize the fact that a bicycle is a vehicle, not a 
toy. More than 80 percent of bicycle-related fatalities 
are associated with the bicyclist’s behavior, including 
riding into a street without stopping; turning left or 
swerving into traffic that is coming from behind; run¬ 
ning a stop sign; and riding against the flow of traffic. 

* Is the child’s bicycle working properly? Check to 
see if reflectors are secure; if the brakes are working 
properly; and if the bicycle stops right away. Also, 
make sure the gears shift smoothly, and tires are 
secured tightly and properly inflated. Also, check to 
see if the child can completely grasp the hand brakes. 


* Familiarize yourself with the child’s bicycling envi¬ 
ronment, and encourage the child to bike in safe 
areas (such as those with bicycle paths). 

Falls 

As summer heat rises, so do windows to help cir¬ 
culate cool breezes throughout the house. Curious, 
unsuspecting children sometimes end up falling out of 
a window as a result. Contrary to a common myth, 
window screens are only designed to keep bugs out, 
not to keep children in. They can easily give way to 
the weight of a child. 

Approximately 70 percent of window fall-related 
deaths occur during the spring and summer months. 
The Western Mass. Safe Kids Coalition headquar¬ 
tered at Baystate Medical Center Children’s Hospital 
recommends the following tips to protect your child 
from a window fall: 

* Unopened windows should be locked at all times. 

* Make sure windows are secure by using window 
guards on all windows (ground floors and up), except 
for windows that are designed as emergency fire 
exits. Windows that are opened only five inches pose 
a danger to children ages 10 and under. 

* Keep furniture, especially beds, away from win¬ 
dows. Children are tempted to climb on furniture to 
reach windows. 

* Keep draperies and window cords out of chil¬ 
dren’s reach. Tie or hang cords at or near the top of 
window coverings. Cut the cords and retro-fit them 
with special tassels. Children may be able to use dan¬ 
gling cords to hoist themselves up to a window. 
Dangling window cords are also a safety hazard 
because of the danger of strangulation. 

“The Safe Kids Coalition urges you to follow these 
tips on childhood injury prevention to ensure this sum¬ 
mer is both a safe and happy one for you and your 
child,” concluded Summers.

How to make a “Southgate Salad”... 

Summertime means salads and more vegetable 
meals. Salads seem to be the same: lettuce, toma¬ 
toes, cucumbers, onions, and peppers. This week, 
let’s try something with a twist and extra taste. 

Inspired by my conversations with Brad from 
Southgate Liquors in Agawam, here are the ingredi¬ 
ents for a “Southgate Salad”; 1 med. onion (chopped 
fine), 1/2 C Dijon mustard, 2 TB garlic minced, 1/4 C 
olive oil, 1/2 C sherry vinegar, salt & pepper to taste, 
and the crowning touch ... 1/4 C B&B liquor. Whisk all 
of this together and adjust your seasonings. Salad will 
never be boring again! 

This is a basic dressing with the added influence of 
B&B. Feel free to make the dressing different by 
adding more herbs and ingredients. The B&B flavor 
will remain a constant, but by adding sweet red bell 
pepper or different greens, you can make the salad A “fractured” fairytale. 
even more spectacular. 

I like to add fruits to my salads. Diced melon, 
grapes, and orange slices all enhance your salad’s 
personality. Add some different cheese selections, or 
try adding some corn chips or fried veggies. Make 
sure that you are using the vegetables that are ripe 
and ready at whatever time or season you are in. 

Now, when tomatoes are at their best, make toma¬ 
to salads. Combine fresh mozzarella, fresh basil, gar¬ 
lic, red wine, or balsamic vinegar together with a high- 
quality, “extra virgin* olive oil (remember, when you’re 
not cooking the oil, extra virgin is the only one to use.) 

Savor the taste, and don’t be afraid of making a mis¬ 
take. Fear should never be there when you are cook- 
)ng. Damn the torpedos and full steam ahead! 

Kitchens are not for the weak of heart. 

Simple salads can be the best. Take bitter greens, 
peppery arugala, and dandelion green; mix with a 
vinegarette and some chopped egg; and you have a 
homerun? Remember, try mixing up the vinegars that 
you use; cider, red wine, white wine, champagne, and 
sherry vinegar are just a few. Rice wine vinegar is a 
good example of a seldom-used vinegar by 
Americans. 

By being resourseful, you will expand your recipes 
and your minds. Remember ... it’s not what you’re 
eating, it’s whom you’re dining with!

Theresa and Kathy were both amazed at the care 
and concern the dolphins gave Brent, especially 
Sammy. Theresa commented that she found herself 


talking to Sammy as if she were talking to a person 
and that she felt Sammy understood her. 

Many wonderful pictures came back from the April 
adventure. They were shared two days before the end 
of school in a computer-generated presentation given 
by Kathy Conlon to Mrs. Murphy’s class and repre¬ 
sentatives of Agawam UNICO, Ron Lalancette, Jack 
Devine, Sal Morassi, Sr., and a representative of The 
AAN. There is no question Brent had the experience 
of a lifetime as is clearly evident in the pictures. 

The well-prepared presentation was dedicated to 
Art Chase, Agawam UNlCO’s past president who, 
sadly, died suddenly in May. Art was the driving force 
behind the successful pancake breakfast and was 
deeply missed at the gathering in Mrs. Murphy's class. 

After the presentation, the class and the UNICO 
guests were treated to tasty refreshments provided by 
Brent’s mom and Carla Chase, Art’s daughter-in-law, 
who was instrumental way back when in getting Art to 
take on the project.

Agawam Warriors “scalp” SHAA 
in NEYSA State tournament 


Your Agawam Warriors faced off against Sacred 
Heart’s best in the NEYSA State tournament this past 
weekend, knocking them out cold in a “mercy'’-short- 
ened game by the score of 11-2. 

As a result, the Warriors’ victory gained them a spot 
in the State championship game on Sunday, July 
14th, against the powerhouse Springfield Indians. 

Pitcher Robert Decosmo would get the start for the 
Warriors. Decosmo was allowed to pitch only two 
innings because in the earlier game against St.

Throw a ball to 


improve your release... 


This drill provides an interesting way to recreate 
the hand movements required to release the club- 
head powerfully through the hitting area. 

The exercise (which is best performed outside) 
requires only a ball and a little imagination. 

1. Hold a ball with both hands, 
and try to assume something 
resembling your norrrial posture 
for a mid-iron shot. 

2. Move your hands and arms 
back to hip height. Then swing 
the ball down and through the hit¬ 
ting zone. Try to spin the ball 30 
degrees to the left of the ball-to- 
target line. 

To achieve this, your right 
hand must cross over your left in 
the area where im-pact would 
normally be made. 

If the ball goes straight ahead of you, your hands 
are moving in such as way that you will not release 
the clubhead properly when you make a real swing.
